q By carefully examining into this and consulting a veterinary surgeon the following 
solution suggests itself: 

@ The hot water in the scalding tub softens the skin of the hogs to release the hair. 
Every hair removed leaves an open channel in the skin. Other open channels are the 
pores. Through these channels the hot, smutty flush water is injected as with a force 
pump, by the severe, constant blows of the heavy water soaked beaters. The flush 
water, carrying with it dirt and scurf from the hogs, thus injected into the skin, not only
